William Stillwell, of Bast Liverpool, 
who is charged with stealing an over­ 
coat from the clothing store of S. C. 
Thomas on New* York street, Roches­ 
ter, on Thursday of last week, was 
given a hearing before Justice J. M. 
Cargo, of Rochester, yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Several witnesses were examined, 
including Mr. Thomas, 
his clerk, 
Charles Henry, Mrs. George Wagner 
and Chief of Police Lazarus. 
The facts in the case are substan­ 
tially the same as already published 
in the Ne *8 Review, except in one 
particular, Detective Lazarus stating 
that he had found a 
witness 
who 
would testify to seeing Stillwell come 
out from the 
rear of Mr. Thomas’ 
clothing store at the hour at which the 
stealing occurred. 
This evidence is important, from 
the fact that bo one would have any 
business in the rear of the store, as 
it is not a public highway. The wit-, 
ness did not appear, but Squire Cargo 
decided the evidence given was suffi­ 
cient to hold fftillwell for court, which 
he did in the sum of $500. 
Stillwell is unable to furnish bond 
and was again committed to jail. His 
interests were looked after by J. H.

public, as the council referred it back 
to the mayor for explanation, which 
was nothing more than right under 
tho circumstances, although the btl 
was Itemised and made perfectly clear. 
However, the bill was not “turned 
down/' as some people have been led 
to believe, and will undoubtedly 
be 


It has been said along this line that 
nae reason council was not willing to 
embrace the proposition in a hurry 
was the fact that a number of the 
members of that body did not believe 
they were 
getting 
their 
money's 
worth, everything considered, from 
the kind of men who have been com 
polled to do street work. They argue 
that the majority of the prisoners 
who have been so employed have no 
more than earned their bread, which 
the city provides, but In addition to 
this they are allowed 76 cents per 
day upon their obligation to the city. 
On the other hand the argument is 
used that it is vastly better for coun 
cli to benefit to the extent of what 
labor can be gotten out of 
these 
prisoners than to pay the workhouse 
authorities their price for keeping the 
hums out of the city temporarily, and 
that the situation would be very dif- 
crent if there was a scarcity of work, 
weheras laborers are very scarce, it 
being extremely difficult for the com 
mlssioneni to keep a full force.

The solemnization of holy matrimony 
Is a service where the mutual consent 
of the parties la given in the presence 
o f a minister, who then pronounces 
them in the name of the Holy Trinity 
to be man and wife.

William Stillwell, of East Liverpool, 
who is charged with stealing an over­ 
coat from the clothing store of S. C. 
Thomas on New* York street, Roches­ 
ter, on Thursday of last week, 
was 
given a hearing before Justice J. M. 
Cargo, of Rochester, yesterday 
after­ 
noon. 
Several witnesses were 
examined, 
including 
Mr. 
Thomas, 
his 
clerk, 
Charles Henry, Mrs. George W agner 
and Chief of Police Lazarus. 
The facts in the case are substan­ 
tially the same as already published 
in the Ne*s Review, except in one 
particular, Detective Lazarus stating

1 would testify to seeing Stillwell come 
1 out from the 
rear of Mr. Thomas’ 
clothing store at the hour at which the 
stealing occurred.

The wit­ 
ness did not appear, but Squire Cargo 
decided the evidence given was suffi­ 
cient to hold HtUlwell for court, which 
he did in the sum of $500. 
Stillwell is unable to furnish bond 
and was again committed to jail. His 
interests were looked after by J. H. 
Cunningham. Esq., of Beaver. 
Mrs. W agner was the principal wit­ 
ness against Stillwell. She stated that 
on last Friday afternoon 
she 
was 
standing at a window at 
her 
home 
above 
the Central Building & Loan 
Association’s office, when she noticed 
Stillwell go into the yan. at the rear 
of Thomas’ store and lay an overcoat 
in a fence corner and then return to 
the store. She thought a joke was be­ 
ing played on one of the clerks until 
Stillwell returned to the yard by the 
back way and grabbing the coat ran 
up over the hill. She at once notified 
Mr. Thomas of the occurrence and he 
notified Officer Lazarus, who succeed­ 
ed in capturing Stillwell after a long 
foot race.

A great deal of comment has been 
occasioned by the refusal of council 
to pay the bill presented by Mayor 
Davidson for work performed on the 
streets by prisoners. 
It seems the members of 
claims 
committee did not 
understand 
the 
.m atter any better than the general 
public, as the council referred it back 
to the mayor for explanation, which 
was nothing 
more than right under 
the circumstances, although the bill 
was Itemized and made perfectly clear. 
However, the bill was not “turned 
down," as some people have been led 
to believe, and will undoubtedly 
be 
paid. 
It has been said along this line that 
one reason council was not willing to 
embrace the proposition in a hurry 
was the fact that a number of the 
members of that body did not believe 
they were 
getting 
their 
money’s 
worth, everything 
considered, 
from 
the kind of men who have been com­ 
pelled to do street work. They argue 
that the majority of the prisoners 
who have been so employed have no 
more than earned their bread, which 
the city provides, but in addition to 
this they are allowed 75 cents per 
day upon their obligation to the city. 
On the other hand the argument is 
used that it is vastly better for coun­ 
cil to benefit to the extent of what 
labor can be gotten out of 
these 
prisoners than to pay the workhouse 
authorities their price for keeping the 
bums out of the city temporarily, and 
that the situation would be very dif 
•rent if there was a scarcity of work, 
weheras laborers are very scarce, it 
being extremely difficult for the com 
mi8sioners to keep a full force.

For IO years he has been one of 
the most active political 
organizers 
among the Republicans of the state. 
He was executive chairman and cam­ 
paign manager for the Republican 
party in a number of political cam­ 
paigns; was connected with the Re­ 
publican national committee In the 
campaign of 1896, and is now secretary 
of the committee. 
He served as a 
lieutenant colonel of Ohio volunteers 
In the Santiago campaign of the Span­ 
ish-American war in 1898. 
In 1898 he was elected to the va­ 
cancy caused by the death of Stephen 
A. Northway to the Fifty-fifth con­ 
gress, from the Nineteenth 
district, 
composed of Summit, Trumbull, Ash­ 
tabula, Geauga and Portage, arid at the same election was chosen to the 
Fifty-sixth congress from the same district for the term ending March 
4. 1901. 
He was made major general of the Ohio military forces at the 
beginning of the year 1900. 
General Dick came into political prominence in 1892, through the friendly 
Intervention of President William McKinley, at whose suggestion he was 
made chairman of the state executive committee for that year, from which 
time he has been connected with the campaign organization of the Repub­ 
licans in Ohio.

Conger has been instructed frequently 
and in urgent terms to do every tiling 
possible to bring about a speedy ngn»e- 
ment. 
Tills government took no part 
in the expedition to Pac Tung Fu, hut 
it made no protest against it and bas 
given no expression of opinion to the 
other powers as to its propriety. 
This government is in 
agreement 
with tin' powers in demanding severe 
and adequate punishment of the prin­ 
cipal wrongdoers, Indemnity for the 
past and security for the future. 
It 
does, not. however, at tills distance. 
presume to decide who are tile most 
guilty, what punishment must lie In­ 
flicted in each particular ease and what 
sentences are possible 
of 
execution. 
Those matters, as well as that of In­ 
demnity. are left to the negotiators 
on the sjs't. 
it is to la* presumed 
that they will not exact a reparation, 
either personal or pecuniary, which it 
would lie beyond the power of China 
to carry out.”
